Bean market stalled, 
little danger of crash

MAGIC VALLEY - Thchfgh-flylng 
bean market Is stalled and waiting for 
demand to pick up, but there's little 
' danger of a crash. 

Large purchases by the Mexican 
govmmicnt have helped ptish bean 
prices up to about $28 a bag, which Is 
about $10 higher than last year. 

But It hasn't been easy to sell beans 
at that price In the lost few weeks 
because most local dealers have been - 
"off the market." They stopped buy- 
ing beans while they waited to sec If 
Mexico is ready to buy again. 

.Dealers .expected to find out lost 
Friday If Mexico wanted more beans, 
but on Monday they were told the 
answer will come this FYlday Instead. 

"Tilings are up In the air as much 
this week as last week," said H. L. 
Pringle, merchandiser at the Morgan 
Lindsay office in Jcramc. Morgan 
Lindsay Is ofdclally off the market, 
but has been buying some beans for 
"competitive reosons." 
Several other dealers that are off 



the market also said that they will buy 
small quantities of beans from farm- 
ers that need toscll. ■ . 

Prlngle.sald the market may be a 
little weak now, but bean prices won't 
drop unless growers "panic and moke 
buyers buy more than they wont." 
- Mexico had one of Its worst harvests 
'eve'r thls year and"ls expected to buy 
all the beans U.S. exporters can offer. . 
If Mexico isn't ready to buy now, It Is 
only because the country's "archaic" 
shipping industry hasn't ddlvored the 
beans that have already been'boitght, 
said Bill Cook, vice president of the 
Haney Seed Co. In Twin Falls;

The University of Idaho's forest 
rcsourees department has 
assumed the role of keeping 
Idaho's registry of rocord-slie 
trees. 



While not the largest western 
rcdcedar known In the United 
States, "only the giant sequoias of 
California and a few other western 
rodcedars on the Pacific Coast arc 
larger-ln-dlameterthan-lhia-idoho- 
giant,"-Jbhn3onsaid. ' 

Johnson said the largest red- 
cedar In the country^ Is found on 
■Washington's Olympic Peninsula, ■ 
but it is not as healthy as Idaho's 
tree, which may someday takeover 
OS the largest specimen. 

He said the cedar grove In which 
the tree was found contains 
numerous other rcdccdars over 
eight feet in diameter and several 
trees in the 10 to l2-foof range.

BOISE (UPI) - The Idaho Land 
Board Tuesday delayed processing of 
all gold dredge-mlnlng leases In the 
Snake, Salmon and Boise rivers until ' 
a- dispute brewing between^the'ltate- 
and federal governments Is explahicd 
■~In an Attorney General's opinion. 
■ The U.S. Forest Service and Bureau 
of Land Management initiated the 
dispute by protesting the Land De- 
partment's processing of leases to 
dredge mine portions of the Salmon 
River, said Land Department Navi- 
gable Waters Bureau Chief William A. 
Scrlbner. He told board members that 
the federal agencies believe they have 
sole ownerhip of the stream beds 
undercxlstinglaw. 

Attorney- General David Leroy, a ■ 
Land Board member, said the federal 
agencies contend the Salmon River Is 
not navigable. If it Is considered 



navigable, Leroy said, Idaho gov- 
emment would hold authority to issue 
mining permits and obtain royalties 
from any gold that Is removed. - 



He said the federal agencies believe 
the rivers must-6e declared navigable 
by either Congress or a federal court, 
but he said he thinks Idaho could 

-develop a test court ease to challenge 
that contention. 

Leroy suggested the board delay 
any action on Issuing the gold 
dredge-mlnlng pei^nlts until his ofllce

He said that opinion 
would Include options open to the 
Land Board, Including the test court 
case, possible legislation or 
alternatives to leasing the silcs.

BOISE (UPI) - A Mountain Home 
rancher told the Idaho Land Board 
Tuesday that state land near his 
property Is being sold at too high a 
price. Illustrating what state Sen. Art 
Monlcy said Is a need for a Constitu- 
tional amendment allowing Idaho to 
manage land without regard to prof- 
Its. 

Msnley, a Cocur d'Alcnc Democrat, 
asked the Land Board to back his 
propoaid cotistltutl'onal amendment, 
which would allow Idaho to manage 
its lands for a variety of u^es. The 
state Constitution now- requires the 
Land Board to sell or lease parcels for 
the highest possible profit and does 
not refer to land management, 
Manley said. 

Later In the meeting, rancher Erhi 
Lord told the t>oard that recent ap- 
provol to sell 160 acres near his 
property creates a hardship for him . 
because he can't afford the going 
price — in light of the profits he could 
make off the land. He said the parcel 
includes a spring which he uses to 
water his remaining property, how- 
ever, making It almost essential that 



expensive. 

Gov. John Evans, Land Board 
chairman, said the group could not 
consider Lord's financial problems In 
purchasing the land because the Con- 
stitution requires t)oard members to 
Obtain the highest possible profits - 
when state land Is sold. 

"I've spoken to all my neighbors 
about this sale and none of us could 
afford the price," Lord said. 

"That's the problem we find 
ourselves In," Evans responded. "We 
have to sell the land for the highest 
price possible." - 

Manley, however, called on the 
board to tiack his pn^xscd legislation 
to alleviate problems simitar to 
Lord's. He sold the measures would 
allow the Land Board to .manage 
parcels under a multiple-use, sus- 



talned-yleld concept and even allow 
the board to manage land for Its wild 
and scenic characteristics, rather 
ttian profit-making abilities. - - 

"The Constitution Is about 100 years 
old now and In those days the idea was 
we should dispose of the land for 
homesteaders," Manley said. He said 
multiple-use management wotild br- 
ing Land Board policies already in 
existence In line' with the state Con- 
Gtilutlon, noting that he believes some 
actions taken by the board have 
violated that document. 

He said the Legislature lost year 
enacted a law, for example, allowing 
the Land Board to exchange state- 
o,wncd land for parcels hold by private 
owners. That measure may be un- 
constitutional, he said, because the 
Constitution speaks only to land 



.exchanges between the stale and fed- 
eral governments.

He said he wns notified In early fall by 
an UNM admissions official that ho 
earned three credits for passing the 
course, American national government 
-(politicalscienccioi). 

But CSI President James Taylor last 
Thursday reiterated his claim that the 
transcript was a forgery and that to the 
best of his knowledge, "this person has 
never been associated with (taken a 
course from) this Institution." 

Repeated attempts to reach Taylor 
Monday and Tuesday were unsuccessful. 
Gerald , Meyerhoeffcr, assistant to 
Taylor, said Tuesday the president was 
In Boise and wasn't expected bock In 

Twin Falls until Friday. 

Chancellor expressed surprise thai 
there 'were any questions about the 
validity of his three CSI credlts. He said 
no one at UNM has contacted him 
concerning the allegedly forged 
transcript. 

Chancellor, then, claims he actually 
completed the course assignments, while 
Taylor Insists Chancellor never enrolled 
"Qt CSI and received credits only because — 
the forged CSI transcript was accepted 
as legitimate by UNM. 

The three credits Chancellor earned 
enabled him to become eligible' to ploy 
for the UNM football team last fall. He 
said he started at safety the final six 
games of the season. 

Taylor Inst Thursday provided the 
Times-News with a photocopy of a pho- 
tocopy of Chancellor's allegedly forged 
transcript. The president said UNM's 
copy of the transcript shows an "A" 
grade. 

' Asked how UNM obtained a copy of the 

transcript if Chancellor never took a 
course nt CSI, Taylor replied: 

"I don't know how tliey received It or 
where they received it from. They damn 
sure didn't receive It from here. He 
ne ver took an y cour ses from here."
